For instance, former Secretary of State

ism into a police state,” he said; and the im-

This conception, vigorously urged in some 
quarters, is so wide of the fact, and so dan- 
gerous, that it deserves answer. We can smile 
a little at local American political campdign- 
ing. Obviously, a consérvative running for 
office may try to get votes by attempting to 
‘identify a liberal or Socialist. opponent with 
Kremlin Communism. That is politics, and 
need not be taken too seriously. When, how- 
ever, effort is made to influence. American 
foreign policy along those lines, the safety of 
the United States and of world organization 
is imperiled. 

The demonstrable fact is that Socialist 
governments and parties do not lead 
towards a Communist state. They have in 
fact been the bitterest opponents 


country has ever constructed any bridre 
toward Communist police state organization. 

The more dangerous fact is that, if the 
United States assumes the view urged by 
Byrnes, America would isolate herself from 
much of the free Western world, cutting 
adrift huge countries and territories which 
are now and will continue to be buttresses of 
freedom. 


Where Socialists Are Strong, 
‘Including Britain and Norway. 


At date of writing, one country is frankly 
Socialist. Great Britain. Until recently, two 
other vitally important countries, New Zea- 
land and Australia, were likewise Socialist, 
though in a recent shift both have elected 
conservative governments, In Scandinavia, 
Norway is Socialist while the Social Demo- 
crats hold power in Sweden. In Belgium, the 
dominant party is Christian Socialist: the 
second largest is old line Socialist. The 
Netherlands is at present governed by the 
Catholic party, but the next largest party, 
nearly equal in representation, is the. Labor 
party which is Socialist. And so forth. 

Out of countries like these world organi- 
zations must be built, regional defense ar- 
rangements like the Atlantie Pact must be 
erected, and the free world defended. If 
we push into the Stalinist orbit every coun- 
try in which Socialist parties are dominant 
or powerful, the United States is simply 
backing itself off the map.

There is, indeed, one instance of attempted 
infiltration. of a Socialist party by the €om- 
muntsts. This is the famous Comnitnist- 
Socialist coalition in Italy. It is the exception 
that proves the rule. the American 
campaign in Italy in 1943, all hands joined in 
common resistance to the German occupying 
troops. Socialists, Communists, and conserv- 
atives co-operated in a general underground 
movement. Particularly in the north.of Italy, 
the Communists were well.organized. Upon 
surrender of the German armies, when the 
Italian Socialists re-emerged after their sup- 
pression ‘by Mussolini, they were well infil- 
trated. with Communist cadres. The Socialist 
leader, Nenni, agreed to a unified front with 
the Communist leaders, Togliatti and Longo. 

In the first nation-wide Italian election 
there was a serious possibility that this united 
front might have a majority. American policy 
at this time was unclear, a widespread belief 
being ¢reated that the United States wished 
this united front.

The apparent exception, Czecho- 
slovakia had been occupied by Russian 
troops and more or less purged, and at the 
time of its Communist seizure was ringed 
about on three sides by overpowering Russian 
force. Behind the Iron Curtain, Socialist 
governments have fallen to Stalinism; but tHe

Conservatives Have a Right 
To Oppose Socialist Doctrine, 


American conservatives in the main fear 
social legislation and have a still greater fear 
of state ownership; and certainly have no 
faith in state intervention in economics. They 
have a perfect right to these views just as do 
Socialists in arguing in favor of all these 
measures. But it fs a’ poignant’ and tragic 
mistake to confuse any of these issues with 
the issue of Stalinist Communism. . 

Stalinist Communism has long since dis- 
carded the basic idea of Socialist and Social- 
ist-Democratic principles. That basic idea was 
and is protection of the individual: a search 
for an economic form giving the. individual 
the same degree of self-expression in the eco- 
nomic field that democracy gives him in poli- 
tics. Stalinist Communism on the other hand 
asserts the complete subjugation of the indi- 


2| vidual to the mass, holding the doctrine that 


man is significant only as a part of a huge 
conglomerate, non-individual streain, directed 


purely Nazi in content. Its mass must achieve 
its objective only by serving Soviet. strength 
and must expand and develop only under the 
leadership of Russians.

If, in addition to the gov- 
ernment plan, he had voluntary health 
insurance that paid him an additional $230, 
his actual expense would be reduced to $130. 


Distributing the Risk 

Of Unusual Medical Cost. 

“The crux of this entire idea, in our 
opinion, is that it seeks to spread the risk of 
the total cost of expensive cases,” says the 
recommendation. “We have in mind that a 
majority of American wage earners are in 
the $3000 to $5000 bracket. Most of them 
want to be independent and pay their own 
way. They can take care of the modest 
medical and dental and hospital expenses 
which at some time face most of us. But 
they are unable to pay for the ‘big one’ 
without undue hardship.” | 

Included in the proposal are a number 
of specific suggestions for making the plan 
work. 

As a measure to prevent fraud and protect 
physicians and hospitals, the Colorado doctors

Western 
world paid little attention to the 
fact that this quiet, thoughtful 
man had been for 23 years the 
most important Communist in the 
mog. populous nation on earth.

“liberation army” defeated the 
forces of the recognized Govern- 
ment of 450,000,000 Chinese and 
forced them to withdraw from the 
Asiatic mainland to the island of 
Formosa. Only four years before, 
Mao’s rival and enemy, Chiang 
Kai-shek, had been proclaimed 
the most powerful ruler of mod- 
ern China. ' 


What had happened? 

Like most of the people he 
rules and threatens to domi- 
nate, Mao was born a peasant, 


which entiched a relative few 
and kept an enormous segment 
of the human race in feudal 
misery, 

Such a system produced its 
rebels. Mao is a rebel who ap- 
peared at a time when the sys- 
tem was falling apart under its 
own weight, lack of organiza- 
tion, and the impact of Western 
ideas of freedom, social 
and better living. Mao had a 
new tool to push the old system 
over. He has adapted the ideas 
of Marx and the methods‘ of 
Lenin and Stalin to the Asiatic 
theater. 

He adds touches of his own, 
but he did not make the revo- 
Jution in China. He climbed 
on it and guided it his way. 

His problem now is te keep 

on top. 

Mao was born deep in the heart 
of China, at the village of Shao 
Shan, county of Hsiand T’An, 
province of Hunan, in 1893. He 
rebelled against his father, who 
Was a peasant with three acres of 
land. The old man had bawied 
him out publicly for being lazy at 
farm work. Young Mao also re- 
fused to live with the village girl 
to whom his father married him 
when he was 14 years old? 

While stil] in his teens, Mao’s 
resentment against the old order 
took him into the army of à pro- 
vincial warlord to fight the Man- 
chus.

In 1585 Thomas Bald- 
win of Diddlebury established 
this family motto by leaping 
from behind the walls of the 
Tower of London where he was 
imprisoned for having plotted 
for the escape of Mary Queen 
of Scotts. 


In 1941 Monica Baldwin, 
niece of Sir Stanley and de- 
scendant of Thomas, leaped 
over a spiritual, not a mate- 
rial obstacle. Perhaps it is this 
difference in the nature of the 
wall that has made the Bald- 
wins grow more contemplative 
of the leaping before the leap. 

Miss Baldwin entered a con- 
vent in 1914; after 10 years 
she knew that she would leap; 
after another 18 years she did 
leap. 

The book, generally, is a pic- 
ture of a protected, well-born 
young 1914 girl returning after 
28 years of seclusion to a mad, 
rushing, 1941 London at war. 
As the author dresses herself 
to leave the convent the reader 
begins to see the series of 
1914-41 contrasts almost in the 
Hollywood flashback. technique.

win of Diddlebury established 
this family motto by leaping 
from behind the walls of the 
Tower of London where he was 
imprisoned for having plotted 


for the escape of Mary ‘Queen 
of Scotts. 


In 1941 Monica Baldwin, 
niece of Sir Stanley and de- 
scendant of Thomas, leaped 
over a spiritual, not a mate- 
rial obstacle. Perhaps it is this 
difference in the nature of the 
wall that has made the Bald- 
wins grow more contemplative 
of the leaping before the leap. 

Miss Baldwin entered a con- 
vent in 1914; after 10 years 
she knew that she would leap; 
after another 18 years she did 
leap.

| How It Started 


‘My Name Is Might-Have-Been’ 
HE nineteenth century would 
‘hot be characterized as an age 
of realism. “Romantic” is the 

word applied to its art and its 
literature. And in romantic lit- 
era „ poetry, especially, one 
would expect to find expressions 
of lament for what might have 
been yet could not be, to the un- 
attainable, to what was left un- 
done. 

Doubtless there are many such 
passages in European and Ameri- 
can poetry typical of the romantic. 
style of writing. It is interesting 
to find ‘however, that the most 
familiar of admonitions egainst 
vain regrets is a product of that 
same age, indeed the author- 
ship of the saying My name is 
Might-have-been” is by one of its 
best known romantic poets!

Louis. These busses could fan out from 
downtown to various. city and suburban 
areas where they would become locals or 
connect with localized feeder bus routes. 
An express bus, on a freeway, could run 
from downtown to the residential outskirts 
in, say, 15 to 30 minutes, depending on 
distance. This compares with present run- 
ning time. of 40 minutes go an hour or 
more on existing transit service. Free- 
ways, of course, also would be open to 
the mass of private automobiles. .

When this has cooled 
to lukewarm, melted is added. Remaining flour is 
stirred into mixture, w is then turned out on a floured 


breadboard or tabletop for the single kneading. More 


flour is added from time to time during kneading—a 
gentle, rocking -motion—until dough feels soft and 
springy and no longer sticks to fingers. 

eaded douyh is placed in greased bread pans and 
punched down to fill them half way. Pans, covered with 
a towel or are set in a warm place until dough 
has risen and doubled in bulk. Bread is baked in a mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees) for 40 minutes. It is then turned 
out to cool on wire racks. : 

INGREDIENTS: Two cups oatmeal, one-half cup dark 
molasses, two tablespoons margarine, two scant table- 
spoons salt, one quart boiling water, eight cups flour, 
two packages dry yeast dissolved in one-half cup luke- 
warm water, flour for kneading. These amounts make 
two regular sized loaves.

OW, Sing High _ Bobby Wayne wants to be; his 


backers are putting him there 


F AND WHEN Bobby Wayne, 23-year-old singing 
“find,” crashes fame and the big money, it will 
be proof again that stars are not born but made. 

For nobody in Bobby's precarious game gets to 
the top by himself. For every groaner and king of 
swoon thére are countless unknowns just as tal- 
ented, or more so, who are never heard from because 
they don’t get the right sendoff. 

Bobby has everything it takes — a robust, golden 
voice,- looks, personality, the will to succeed. But 
where these assets would get him without Lou 
Caponee, his “angel” and manager; his arranger, 
Jack Pleis; and a smart publicity “flack” named Ed 
Jaffe, is where Cinderella would have wound up 
without her fairy godmother. 

This “board of strategy,” backed by Caponte’s 
bankroll, has one aim: to push Bobby Wayne to the 
top. And the deadline is three years. : 

Caponee, an olive oil importer, figures that with- 
in that time it will cost him the celestial investment 
of $1'71,960—a stake he figures to get back with lots 
more added if Bobby makes the grade. 

This bankroll breaks down as a multiplication 
chart. Items nearly double the second year, triple 
the third. And all Bobby has to do is sing. 

_ Caponee handles all business. He makes bookings, 
arranges benefits, guest shots, wines and dines big 
shots, shoots a thousand angles to boost Bobby’s 
stock or keep him in the public eye. With Bobby he 
pays court to disc jockeys, juke-box operators, rec- 
ord shops, radio and television people, even factory 
folk who handle Bobby’s labels. (Bobby has a three- | 
year contract with London Records to make at least 
12 sides a year.) 

Disc jockeys are all-important rajahs, who can 
do a lot to make a singer by playing his records. 
Bobby vists them all over the country and does free 
guest spots on their shows. 


They Piot His Future

Finally he hired a 
private “eye,” who took ten days before he tracked 
Bobby straight to the Hotel Statler where he was 
singing full in the public eye with Ruby Newman’s 
band. Caponee flew back to Boston “feeling like a 
Forty-Niner with a new nugget.” 

As for Bobby, an ex-shoe salesman and, Navy 
flier, the meeting changed his life. 

Up to then he had the usual singer's ups and 
downs—and hopes. His mother had wanted Bobby 
to play the violin. One day she listened to him prac- 
ticing, broke the violin and bought him an accor-

dion. But Bobby wanted to sing; he sold papers to 
pay for lessons. N 

Bobby won first prize on Arthur Godfrey’s talent 
show, which got him a week with a radio program. 
He played night-club dates and was twice vocalist 
with Ruby Newman—but it was all tough sledding. 


He Trades Shoes for Song 


At one point he'd given up singing to sell shoes. 
He was then just out of the Navy and married. 
Bobby rose to be assistant manager of a shoe store 
when he started singing again. Choosing between 
both futures wasn’t easy, but Bobby figures he can 
always go back to selling shoes—just as Perry Como 
can go back to cutting hair. 

Bobby has another booster-patron in Father 
Francis Barilla of the Shrine of St. Bernadette 
Catholic Church in Brooklyn, whom he met through 
Caponee. What Father Barilla did for 
Bobby’s predecessor Vic Damone he is 
now doing for Bobby — bringing him 
out in the open. 


"We Crippled 'Em’’ 

When Father Barilla launched Bobby 
at a big parish party, the singer was 
worried. This was Vic Damone’s home 
ground. “We crippled em,“ Bobby says. 
“It was our real send-off.” 

In return for his crack at stardom, © 
Bobby “owns” only 55 per cent of him- 
self, the rest cutting back—if and when 
—into operating costs (booking, pub- 
licity, exploitation), and paying off 
other piece-holders. Publicity man Ed 
Jaffe has a sliding 10-and-5 per cent 
of Bobby: and as manager Caponee 
owns 15 per cent, a standard rakeoff. 

So far Caponee has waived his cut. 
The few paying jobs he is able to line up 
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in publicity ond “iudelng ang Bobby's sex appeal. 


gross Bobby $150 to $300 a week, enough to pay liv- 
ing expenses and “take care of his folks.” Caponee 
tries to get Bobby paid, but if he can’t, the singer ap- 
pears as a “guest.”

Caponee figures it will take another $15,000 in 


exploitation before Bobby can reach the $750-a- 


week. “One of these days he'll be ready, and Tn 
unveil Bobby for the $1,000-a-week-and-up cate- 
gory.” . 

Caponee is stepfather, trainer, and wet nurse to 
his protege. A $2,500 wardrobe layout covers the 
almighty item of appearance. Bobby’s troubles and 
fears find a sympathetic listener in Caponee, who 
bolsters his ego, sees that Bobby eats and sleeps 
and, above all, makes no enemies. 

“Just one enemy can throw you,” he says. 

Under Caponee’s vigil the singer takes long walks 
and gym workouts — he’s a solid 160 pounds — and 

limbers his vocal chords for a half 
hour a day. . 

Bobby keeps an open repertoire of 15 
or 20 popular hit-parade numbers so 
he’s never stumped by a request. Ca- 
ponee also makes him Keep up on best 
sellers, newspapers and take dramatic 
lessons. 

“A star,” asserts Bobby’s angel, 
“can’t be a dope any more.” And a 
singer can’t just sing. He has to have 
a routine, be a performer. 

Caponee’s already turned down a 
Hollywood offer — afraid it might put 
Bobby on the shelf. oe 

One song, one platter, can make a 
star.

globe, but here in England the same five 
words reflect a national characteristic. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
man-in-the-street, who, in Britain, so 
often looks to the Royal Family for a re- 
flection of the virtues he most respects, 
should take a peculiar pleasure in the pic- 
tures on this page. They are pictures which 
appeal because of their simple, human 
quality. And it's this quality which ex- 
plains, to a degree at least, the British 
Royal Family’s continuing hold upon the 
affections of its subjects. 

Dog breeding has been an interest of 
many English sovereigns from Charles II 
with his spaniels to the Duke of Windsor 
with his cairns. But for some time the 
breed in royal favor has been Welch corgi. 

The Corgi is a little dog — full-grown he 
Stands about twelve inches high and 
should weigh no more than twenty-two 
pounds—whose present vogue is a relative- 
ly recent thing. But in his native Wales 
he has been used as a cattle dog for well 
over a thousand years. , 

As children, Princess Elizabeth and 
Princess Margaret were inseparable from
